My Lord, Popery, now Priſoner ac 
the Bar, hath broached many damnable Hereſieg 
contrary tothe word of God, and particularly 


that it 15 not a Rule of Faith, but as a Neſe of. 


wax, to be turned which way the Church pleaſes 
whereas the word of God faith, that all Scripture 
« gives by Divine inſpiration, yet he wickedly 
prefers his own Carnal Traditions before it, as 
alſo his Principles are dire&ly againft the Ten 
Commandments : Againſt the fick, in making a 
God of the Bread in the Sacrament. Againſt the 
Second, in bowing down thereunto. Acainſt che 
Third, by profane Swearing by God, and the 
Saints. Againſt the Fourth, in preferring his 
Saints-days, which are of his own Inftitution, 
before the Sabbath, which is of. Divine, Again(t 
the Fifch, in declaring that Children of his Re- 
' ligion 
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kgion owe not Obedience to their Parents, 
which are not ofthe ſame. Againſt the Sixth, in 
maintaining the lawfulneſs of Robbing, Plun- 
dering and endeavouring to Ruin, by Firing 
Houſes; or otherwiſe, all thofe that are not of 
his Opinion. Againſt the Seventh, in ſetting up.,. 
and allowing of common Stews, &c. - ' Againſt 
the Eighth, in bloody and inhuman Muthering, 
and Maſlacring of Proteſtants, under the Names 
of Heriticks, and endeavouring to maintain the 
lawfulneſs thereof. Againſt the Ninth, in mak- 
ing Leagues with Princes for his own advantage, 
and then breaking them , ſaying, Oachs may 
not be kept with Hereticſts. Againſt the Tenth, 
in a greedy coveting of Gold, he pretending to 
give out Pardons te Commit all manner of vil- 
lanies whatever. Beſides my Lord, there is

Sir N. T. My Lord in the year 110. Popery ſee- 
ming as an Univerſal Deluge to over-ſpread the 
whole Chriftian World, I with Sir Conſtant Pa- 
vence lived privately at Lyovs in France: enjoying 
the glorious Goſpel, with many others of our ho- 
neſt Friends, and Neighbours ; but Popery the 
Priſoner at the Bar there found uMaſſacred and 
Tortured many of us for confefling the cauſe of 
Chriſt : put us co moſt Exquiſite Torments, and 
exerciſed Savage Cruelties upon us: .from thence 
flying to Germany, paſling through Handers, we* 
ſaw Popery preparing a fire to burn ſeveral of our 
Adherents, which clave to Chriſt* von 'of our 
Friends there ſuffering, I remember; Hefore he. 
went into the Fire, took two Stones in-his hands,. 
ſaying, when TI ſhall cat theſe two | Rnd, Bus 
Religton ſhall ceaſe, not before. Whoa wh 
were come to Germany we feund'no” re; 
for Popery purſued us thither,and hegoing through 
Bohemiab murthered many ot the Peexs.of that 
Realm. In Germany he commanded allto be kil- 
I:d, that were ſuſpected, ſaying, God knows who 
are his. From thence we ted into Spain, where 
we were taken by Pecpery's bloody Inquiſition, in 
this manner, a Meſtenger came to ns, and told 
1s, that the” Lord Inquilitors had. fomethiog to 


fay to ns, and therefore we muſt wait upon them: 
we being come, they enquired our names, and 
ſent us to Priſon: we having entered the firſt 
Gate, the Jaylor asked us, whether ws had a 
Knife about us, ' and under pretence to ſaarch 
for one, took from us all our Jewels and Mony, 
thereby left us noching to help qur ſelves ; then 
were we caſt into a Sally Dungeon, where 
we continued Six Months, then being brought 
forth, Popery, Priſoner at the Bar, endeavoured 
by all mans to extort from us a Confeſſion, which 
we not doing, he ſaid we ſhould be racked ; be- 
ing brought to the Rack, Popery ſitting on a Scat- 
fold by the Rack, in came our Tormentor, and 
we being ftripp'd, had our hands boand with 
Cords; then they tyed us to the Pully, and fa- 
ſtening Weights to our Heels, they hoiſted us up 
by degrees; thus hanging in great Torture they 
badt us accuſe all we knew of our Religien,which 
we denying, they_racked. all. our Bones out of 
Joynt, and then fent us to Priſon again, and at 
laſt diſmiſſed us. From thence we fled into Eng- 
land, but here was thelike ; and ſo we fled again 
into France,where we lived quietly for ſome time, 
bur at Jaſt Popery purſaed us, and diſguiſed with 
a Vizard of Friendſhip invited us, with moſt of 
our Brethren, to a Marriage, but being come, 
he murthered in one Night above 20090. From 
thence we fled to Ireland, but Popery purſuing us
